Oſestook the B'ood of the Oxen and Calves that were 
M offercd for Sacrifices, Burnt-Offerings and Peace- 
| Offerings, and ſprinkled it upon the Altar, and up- 
on the People, and ſaid unto them, Behold the Blaod of the Cove- 
naut which the Lord hath made with you: $o the Life of the 
Beaſts and other Creatures (which is the Blood) was the Blood 
of the Old Covenant. s 
And after Meſes had ſprinkled the People, he {prinkled the 
| Tabernacle, and the Veſſels of the Miniſtry, he {prinkled Aaror: 
and his Sons, and he {prinkled the Books of the Old-Teſtament 
ſo the firſt Teſtament and Covenant was dedicated with the 
Blood of Beaſts and other Creatures, which was the Life of 
Beaſts and other Creatures; . and almoft all things were by the 
Law of /Zoſes purged with Blood, which was the Life of Beaſts. 
And without thedding of Blood there was no Remiſhon of fin. 
And(as ſaid before)when Moſes had ſprinkled the Books of the 
old-tetament,&the people with the blood (which was the life of 
Beaſts) he ſaid, This is the Blood of .the Covenant and Teſtament 
which God hath enjoyned to you. $0 the Blood of the old covenant 
and the old. teſtament, was the Life of the clean Beaſts with- 
out blemiſh (as I ſaid before) for is not the Blood the Life ? 
And it isnot peſſible that the Blood, the Life of Bulls, Goats or 
other Creatures in the Old Covenant ſhould take away fin. 
But in the New Covenant its written, Foraſmuch 45 we are not 
redeemed with Corruptible things, nor with Silver nor Gold from 
eur vain Converſations or Tradition of onr Fore-fathers, but with 
. the preciong, Blood of Chriſt, a Lamb without Blemiſhor $ pts 
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which Lamb was fere-ordaincd, Lefore the Foundation of the 
World, and was manifcſted in the Apoſtle's. Time and Dayes, 
which he call; the LaſtTimes. Silver and Gold are Corruptible 
thing<, which cannot redeem from Corruption, nor the Blood 
of Bulls, Goats or other Creatures, which will Coxrupt,hut the 
B ood of the Lamb, which was ordained before the Foundation 
of the World, and manifeſted in the Laſt Times, in the New 
Covenant ; this precious blood of the Lamb, with6ut Ipot or 
blemiſh,C:riſt Jetus, doth not corrupt, for it doth redeem from 
the Tradition; of our Fore fathers the Fews in the- Old Cove- 
nant, and the corruptible Blood of Bull:, Goats and other cr; a- 
tures, that could not take away Sin. Ando by tie Blood of 
the Lamb Chsift Jeſus, the Saints are redeemed from their 
vain Converſation and corruptible Life, to a Corverlation in 
Heaven and Inccrruptible Life. | 

And as doſes in the Old Covenant fprink'ed the P. ople with 
the B'ood, the Life of Beaſt:; ſo Chriſt our High Prieſt 
ſprink!es the Hearts and Conſfciences of his People in the New 
. Covenant with his Blood, his Life, from their dead Works, that 
they may ſervetheL ivingCod innewneſs of life : Ard as the Blocd 
of the O'd Covenant was the Life of the Beaſts, fo the Blood of 
the EverlaſtingCovenant is theLife of Chriſt the Lamb,ordain'd 
| efore the Foundation of the World, who is the great Shepherd 
of his Sheep; through the Blood of his Everlaſting Covenant 
he makes his Saints PerfeF in every good Workto do þ.s Will, work- 
ng in them that which is well. pleaſing in his ſight. © Soit isclear, 
the Blood of the Everl.ſt ng New Cov: nant t: the Life of Chrift 
Jeſus; and the Blood of the Old Covenant was the Life of the 
Beaſt:, and the» bodies of thoſe Beaſts in the old cov:nant were 
burnt without the Jews Camp, and the blood was brought into 
the SanAuary by the High-Pri:t, as an Attonement for the ſins 
of the Pricſt> and Pcople; whexe!ore Jeſus alfo, thathe mighr 
ſanRific hi: People with his own blood,ſuffer'd without the gares 
of Feruſalem : Lef us go therefore unto him (to wit, Chrift ) 
without the Jews camp, bearing Chritts reprgach, who was re- 
proached, who ſanQifies with his blood, his life, which dedicates 
the new covenant; ſo that all may come to Jeſus he Mediator 
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of the new covenant, and his blood of ſprinkling, that ſpeaketh 
better things than that of Abe',or of the blood of Bulls and Goats 
the lite of Beaſts; for Chriſt being a High-Pricſt, and of a more 
perfet Tabervacle than that which was made with kands in the 
old covenant,did not enter into the holy place made with kands, 
by the blood of Bulls, Goats and Calves, as the Pricſt; of tlc 
eld covenint did. But Chrift, the Lamb of God, ordained be- 
ſore the Fuundation of t1c Werld, which was manifcſted in time, 
by his own blood, his lite, entercd once into the Holy place, into 
2aven it ſelf (now to appear in t'ie preſence of God for us) 
havins obtain] eternal Redemption for us : ſoit is the blood, the 
life of Chriſt in the nzw covenant, that cleanleth from all fin, who 
through the eternal Spirit offered himſelf without ſpot'to God, 
to purge our C ——_— om dead Works, to ſerve the living God : 
for this cauſe he is the Mediator of the new Teſtament. 

And lo Chrift vras once offered for ſin, who taſted Death for 
every Mail; fo he takes away the firſt covenant, that he may 
eſtabliſh the ſecond, and by one offering he hath perfeRed for- 
ever them that are SanQified; fo it is by the blood of Chrift,by 
which all his People's ſins are waſhed away, who did and do con- 
feſs, that Chriſt had redeemed them to God by his bloos, z:nd 
their Garments were made white with the blood of the Lamb. 
So the blood of the old covenant was the lite of the Beaſt: and 
other creatures; andq the blvod of the new covenant is the life of 
Chriſt Jeſus, who ſaith, E-xcepr ye eat myFleſh,and drink myB. ood, 
ye have no Life n me. So the ny the new covenant is not ac- 
cording to the old; and fo with this þlood of the new covenant 
muſt every one feel their Hearts ſprinkled, if they have life; and 
in this new'covenant they ſhall al know the Lord, &c. And by 
this blood of Jeſus, his life in the new covenant, they are juRti- 
fied, in whom we have redemptionand the forgivencls of fins ; 
and Chriſt hath purchaſed his Church with his own blood,his life, 
and their Faith doth ſtand in his blood, which is the Life of the 
Lamb. Therefore the Apoſtle faith, /f ye walk in the Light ,as he i 
in the Li:ht, then have ye fellowſhip one with another and the blood 
of Chrift Fefus his Soncleanſes from all n.So it is not the blood of 
Bulls,Goats or the'blood of other creatures, which was the blood 
ef the old covenant, nor their other ourward waſhings in it, that 
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takes away fin ; but the blood of the new covenant, which is the 
blood of the Lamb without blemiſh, Chriſt Jeſus, the blood of 
the Lamb, the life of the Lamb, with whict Chriſt, the High- 
Prieſt ſanRifies, cleanſes and xedeems ; and he veaſhes with his 
on life, his blood; yea, he ſprivkles tt e Altar of their Hearts, 
that they may cfeer a Sactifice of praiſe to God continually, that 
i-, the ſrvits of our lips giving thanks to F.is Name. 

Soyeu rec bought and purchalcd with the blood of Criſt, 
the life of Chriſt, whota-dyec for yev, and riſen for y our Jus 
NiGcat.on, t! at all mis ht live to him, anc not to theniclves, ard 
gloifie him in Body, Soul anc Spirit, wich arc his, who Hath 
Purchaſed you with his blood his life : ſo worthy is the Lamb to 
receive glory and honour, who Fath reqcemed us toGod by 
is bleod,and kath waſhec us fram orr [ins by his blood, and our 
Garments arc mace white by the blood of the Lamb. Sothe 
Saints do overcome by the blood, the life of the Lanib, who was 
acad, andis alive again, and lives for evermore. 

So the blood of the old covenant was the life of Lambs and 
Beaſts without blemiſh, by which all things were cleanſed ard 
ſprinkled withzl; yea, the Taternacle and the Veſſels, Pri ſts 
and People with the blood, thc life of the clean Beaſt- wit! wut 
Llemiſh, in tte o!d covenant and old teſtament; but the bluod 
ofthe new covenant & of the new teſtament, his blood is the life 
of the Lamb, Chriſt Jeſus, the Son of God without ble marſh, tot, 
ſin or guile; a Lamb prepared heforc the Foundation of the (in- 
ful World was - Soit is by the iſe, tFe bload of this ſpotleſs 
Lamb,that all his people are ſanftificd and redeemed toGod,and 
ſprinkled and waſhed, their Hearts, Conſciences, Tabernacles, 
Veſſels and Altar in the Tabernacle, and the fat conſumed by 
' his Fire on the Altar, by which they come to be a Royal Pricft- 
hood ,offering up ſpiritual Sacrifices toGod through JeſtsCt-rift. 
© . Sothe Blood of the New and Everlaſting Covenamt is the Life 
of Chriſt, which all the Believers in his Lightare to walk in, 
,and to be cleanſed by it, giving all Honour and Glory to God, 
and the Lamb, who hath Redecmed'vs to God Þy his Blood. 
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NJ whereas many Lyes and Falſe Reports have been caft up- 

on us by both Prieſt; and Profeſſors, that we do flight, 
deny and undervalue; the Blood ' of Chriſt Jeſus, who do 
value and eſteem it more than any of them; for how can they 
value or eftzem the Blood of Chriſt that plead for ſin Term of 
Lite ! which makes for the Popsſh dofFrive of Purgatiry when they 
are dead, who arg not waſhed, and their Garments made white, 
nor cleanſed from all fin, and redeemed to God by the Blood of 
the Lamb, from thcir vain Converſations and the Tracition of 
their Fore- fathers, neither have they fo muck Faith in the Blood 
of Chriſt the Lamb, ordained betore the Fountation of the 
World, that it will ſo wafh them, and cleanſe them, and redeem 
them, or make them as clean as their Father 44am and Motiier 
Eve was before they fell, and that they might come to fit toge- 


_ *ther in heavenly places in Chriſt Jeſus that never fell. 


And it may be ſeen it was the Life of the clean Beafts from 
Abels time, that was offered and accepted of by God tg cleanſe 
withal, and therefore they were not to eat the Blood, for the 
Bloqd, the Life of the Beaſts was offered to God for an Attone- 
ment upon his Altar: So its clear it was tke Blood, the Life of 
the Beaſts which GoJ [required to make Attonement with 
upon his Altar for their Souls : for the Lord faith, The Life of aft 
Fleſh is the Blood, and whoſoever did cat it was to be cut off; 
for the Life of all Ficſh, the'Blood, was to be cff:red upon his 
Altar to make Attonement for their Soul-, as the Lord re- 


quired. 


Thus the firſt Covenant was dedicated with the Blood, which 
wes the Þife of all Fleſh ; But the new and ſecond Covenant is 
dedicated with the Blood, tffe Life of Cirift Jeſus, which is the 
alonc Attonement unto God,by which all his people arc Waſhed, 
SanGtificd, Cleanſed and Redeemed to God ; fo that their Faith 
and Teſtimony ftands in the Blood of the Lamb, the Life of 
Chriſt Jeſus, fore-ordained before the World was, a Lamb with- 
ou? Blemiſh, Guile, Spot or Sin, which cleanſes from all yaw 
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and fin, an! wathes and makes $24 the Garments. - An! Cirilt 

boliſhes both the Blood of Bzaft;,an1 the Altar, and all tne Tra- 
ities in the L1w, and their Off-ring- and Sacrifice; before the 
Law, by the offering up of himle!f on:e in the end of the World 
a Lamb ordained before the Foundation of the WorlJ,therefore 
wut every ones Faith an1 Teſtimony ſtanJ in him anJ his Blood. 
An1 who are the true Witneſſ:s of this, but they only that have 
drunk of the Blood of Chriſt, and eaten of his Fleſh, which he 
gTres for the Life of the World, not ſuch as talk of ir on'y? 

In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with Tod,and 
the Word was 3otthe ſame was in the beginning prith Goa, uh things 
were made by him, and without him was not any thing mate that 
was wade; and the Word was made fie and dwelt amongſt us, an1 
we b*held his Glory as the Glory of the only begotten of the Father, 
Ani Chrift ſaid, [ bave glorified thee on Earth, I have fiſhed 
thy Work which thou gaveſt me todo; Andnowv, O Father, glg- 
rifie thou me with thy own ſelf, with theglory which Thad with thee 
before the World was, for thou lovedſt me before the Foundation of 
the world,Joh. 17.50 Chriſt a Lamb without {pot or biemiih, who 
redeems u; from our vain Converſations an1 Traditions of our 
Fore-fathers the Fews, who verily was ordained before the Foun- 
dation of the World, but was manifeſted intheſe Laſt Times, Ge. 

t Pet. 1.19, 20. who hath put an end to all th: Jews Offerings and 
Saerifices, as the Apoſtle faith; forinthe end of the World he 
hath appeared (to wit; Chriſt) to put away {tn with the Sacri- 
ice of himſelf. Forff the Blood of Bulls and Goats, which is 
their Life, and the Aſhes of a Heifer ſprinkling the Undlean, 
SanRtificth to the purifying of the Fieſh, in the Old Covenant; 
ow much more ſhall the Blood of Chriſt, his Life, who hath 
through the Eternal Spirit offered himſelf without ſpot 
to God, Purge your Conſciences from dead| Works, to ſerve 
tbe Living Ged; fo for this caule he i; the Med'ator of the New 
Teſtament, which is dedicated with bis Blood, his Life: So 7e- 
ſus Chrift was ſurily of a better Teſtament than that of the Jews, 
Heb. 7.22. For he bythe Grace of God taſted Death for every 
Man, Heb. 2. and lighteth every man that cometh into the 
Wor d; and faith, / am the Light of the World, and he that follows 
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wc ſhall not abide in at? ' hall bave the Light of Life 
And the Apoſtle told the Epheſians, that he was tc wake aft men 
ſee what i the fellowſhip of the Myſter y, which ſince the beginning 
of the World hath been bidin God, irho creatcd all things by Feſwa 
Chriſt, Epteſ. 3: And hethat bath the Si): of God, hath Life; 
anaBe that bath not the Son of God, bath rot Life. 

Here its clear Chrift is the Firſt and tte Laſt, the Beginning 
and Ending, and over all in the Glery tHat he had with the Fa- 
ther before the World began; therefore let your Faith Rtand 
in Chriſt,and his Blood, his Life, by which ye a: e Waſhed, SanEtis 
fied, Purged, Clearſed and Redecmed to God, that God 
through Chriſt your Mediator may have the Glory in all your 
Hearts. | . 

The Blood of the clean Bezſt-, which was the Life of the 
Beaſts, with it did the High- Prieſt enter once a Year into the 
hoiy place made with. hands, to make an Attonement fer himſclf 
and the people of the Fens in the Old Covenant; but Chrift 
our High Pricſt cntered into Heaven, by his own B'ood, 
tis own Life, to make an Attonewent for us; he t:fted Death 
fok every man, and was 1 Propitiat'on for the ſins of the whole 
World,wt.o was dead,an is alive again, and lives for evermore 
ſo he ever liveth to make interceſſion for his people, and fo his 
people have boldneſs to enter in'o the Holyeſt, tg.wit, into 
Heaven, by the Blood, the Life of Jeſus, by a New and Liv np 
Way, which is Conſecrated for us-throngh the Vail, that 3s 
to ſay, his Fleſh; Glory to God forever, through Jctus ihe Sa- 
viour, and Chriſt the Anointed of God. 
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
